She  had  been  regarded  as  the  Mother-Goddess  even  before 
the  Aryan  conquest  of  India,  but  was  integrated  into  the 
new  Aryan  culture  and  Vedic  Sources  from  the  7-th 
Century  B.C.  identify  her  with  the  God  Brahma,  symbol 
of  life.  Many  legends  describe  her  marriage  with  the 
God  Siva.
